ONE of the most 
common sporting in- 
juries, and far from 
exclusive to players 
of any of the football 
codes, is the ham- 
string injury. 

The terminology 
often used to describe 
such an injury is that the 
player has ‘‘done a 
hammy”. 

But what does that 
mean — apart from pain 
for the sportsman in- 
volved? 

Here in the second of 
a series of stories for 
ASW, well-known Mel- 
bourne sports phy- 
siotherapist Bruce Con- 
nor takes a look at what 
a hamstring injury 
actually is and how a 
player might be treated 
in a bid to get him over 
a “hammy”. 

Connor, who is cur- 
rently the senior physio 
for the Essendon AFL 
(Aussie rules) club, says 
that unlike a serious but 
rather more straight- 
forward injury such as 
knee damage (as ‘discus- 
sed in a recent ASW 
story), a hamstring isn’t 
so cut and dry. 

“The reason for 
that”, he says, “‘is that 
there are several diffe- 
rent structures, some 
not even in the leg, 
which can cause post- 
erior thigh pain.” 

“Hence many factors 
must be considered be-

In the following piece 
written by Connor for 
ASW, he explains the 
type of problems faced 
by a player suffering 
from a hamstring injury 
and the type of treat- 
ment he might receive: 

The primary source of 
hamstring region pain is 
the hamstring muscle 
group itself. 

The hamstrings are 
three large muscles 
which run from the pel- 
vis at the top end, down 
the back of the thigh 
and insert below the 
knee, two on the inside 
and one on the outside. 

They cross both the 
knee and hip joints, 
hence their contraction 
has a direct effect on 
both joints, flexing or 
bending the knee and 
extending or straighten- 
ing the hip. 

The fact that the mus- 
cle crosses two joints is 
significant because 
forceful contraction of 


_ the muscle, one which 


over-stresses it, can 
course varying degrees 
of damage. 

Acceleration or de- 
celeration and kicking 
stresses are common 
mechanisms of ham- 
string injuries, especial- 
ly when a player is cold 
or fatigued towards the 
end of a game. 


The result of such 
damage is usually local-

ised posterior thigh pain 
with limitation of func- 
tion to varying degrees. 

Stretch and power are 
reduced and the muscle 
has a sore spot to touch. 

It sounds simple. 

But, unfortunately, 
not all hamstring: in- 
juries fit such a neat pat- 
tern because several 
other structures either 
influence hamstrings or 
refer pain in the area. 

The lumbar spine, or 
lower back, is of prim- 
ary concern in this 
regard. 

If it is stiff or move- 
ment is restricted by 
pain or muscle spasm, 
then the hamstrings 
must compensate to 
allow the body to func- 
tion at the desired level. 

For example, if a 
player’s back will not 
bend, in order for him 
to stretch to kick a ball, 
the hamstrings will 
stretch further than nor- 
mal and may result in 
hamstring damage. 

Yet it is the back 
problem which is the 
cause. 

The sciatic nerve is 
also significant. 

It is made up of seve- 
ral lower back nerve 
roots which leave the 
spinal cord through out- 
lets in the lower spinal 
column and it is the 
motor and sensory sup- 
ply for the hamstring 
Tegion. 

If irritated or com-

pressed at the spinal 
outlets these nerve roots 
can refer pain to the 
back of the thigh, mean- 
ing that the problem is 
in the back but the pain 
felt is in the hamstring 
Tegion. 

Like the muscles 
themselves, the sciatic 
nerve can also become 
tight, resulting in ham- 
string pain or tightness 
which does not actually 
involve the muscles di- 
tectly. 

The sacroiliac and hip 
joints can also refer pain 
to the back of the leg 
and must also be consi- 
dered when someone 
claims to be suffering 
from a hamstring injury. 

Once the injury has 
been sustained, the 
treatment, suffice to 
say, must be based on 
the diagnosis. 


As with all muscle in- 
juries, the aim is to re- 
gain stretch and 
strength without com- 
promising the healing 
muscle. 

With a hamstring in- 
jury this usually takes 19 
days, so if a player sus- 
tains his injury during a 
Sunday game he will 
probably miss the next 
two matches. 

This is not, however, 
a hard and fast rule and 
a player should be. con- 
stantly re-assessed to 
gauge his progress. 

Where the lumbar

spine is concerned, the 
period varies a lot more 
according to the type 
and severity of the 
problem. 

A localised joint 
problem may take only 
one treatment to relieve 
whereas a severe disc le- 
sion, producing sciatica, 
can take many months 
to recover. 

A hamstring injury 
might sound simple 
enough but it can, in 
fact, be one of the most 
painful and perplexing 
of injuries for the 
sufferer.

“WHETHER it’s be- 
cause of his appa- 
rently extraordin- 
ary ability to 
coach, by sheer 
luck or by the gra- 
ce of being in the 
tight place at the 
right time, there 
can be no doubt 
that Ken Worden 
has landed fairly 
and squarely on 
his feet. 

There would be few 
past or present NSL 
coaches who’ve had 
the chance to walk into 
a club and take over an 
established side al- 
ready sitting in the top 
three with just on half 
the season completed. 

But that is what the 
English-born 47 year 
old has done. 

Although he’s not 
exactly counting his 
blessings just yet — 
too much can happen 
in the space of just 
weeks, as outgoing 
Ante Grgic will testify 
— Worden is grateful 
for the chance to con- 
trol Melbourne Croati- 
a’s destiny in the 1990/ 
91 campaign. 

“I’m happy to be 
here and it’s certainly a 
challenge for me,’’ 
says Worden, already 
trotting out one of the 
well-known coaching 
cliches.

Take Eddie Thom- 
son’s 20 man Socceroo 
squad against Czech- 
oslovakia. 

In there are players 
such as Alan Davidson 
who can play full-back, 
Sweeper, stopper and 
midfield. 

What is his best pos- 
ition? 

Say it was sweeper 
in Eddie’s opinion, but 
he did not consider 
him as good a sweeper 
as Milan Ivanovic, he 
might put Alan in mid- 
field, perhaps along- 
side team-mate Bran- 
ko Milosevic. 

That would be a 
good pairing in terms 
of skill, understanding 
and even physically if 
we were playing South 
Korea. 

But against the 
taller, stronger full- 
time professional 
Czechs, Milosevic and 
Davidson would pro- 
bably not be a good 
pairing, physically.

One can only de- 
pend on one’s own 
capabilities. 

That theoretically 
“weak” teams were 
successful in Italy 
"90 and showed an 
exceptionally high 
standard, can only 
be due to their own 
efforts. 

This involved: 
® correct selection 
and a defined con- 
cept for construction 
of their teams, 
© good coaching, 
© skill in building up 
good sporting condi- 
tion of the players 
during elimination 
matches and World 
Cup finals. 

If after 20 years of 
absence we intend to 
play in the finals of 
USA "94, it is neces- 
sary to follow the 
example of these 
successful nations 
and conduct appro- 
priate intensive trai- 
ning.

“Spiderman” was the 
zraeee, toast of Africa 


THE build-up to the World Cup gave the “Bell or N'Kono” saga — the longest-running soap 
opera in African soccer — another chance to make headlines on the African sports pages. 


Antoine Bell was ex- 
pected to emerge as 
Cameroun’s top keeper. 

He had shown great 
form in France, where 
Bordeaux had been 
among the title challen- 
gers, and had kept a 
clean sheet in the final 
World Cup qualifying 
tie with Tunisia. 

When the team was 
named Bell was indeed 
in the side, but then 
came the aftermath of 
his untimely remarks 
criticising the team’s 
build-up to Italy. 

The Cameroun Foot- 
ball Federation were 
not amused and when 
the Lions marched out 
against Argentina, 
there, yet again, was the 
familiar figure of Tho- 
mas N’Kono. 

Indeed the debate as 
to which of these keep- 
ers is the best seems 
only to exist among fans 
and writers, for when- 
ever the two have been 
available for selection, 
N’Kono has nearly al- 
ways been first choice. 

He is the only player 
to win the African Play- 
er of the Year award on 
two occasions, and not 
surprisingly is one of the 
most popular figures in 
African football. 

N’Kono started his 
career as a promising 
winger with L’Eclair de 
Doula. _ : 

One day the goal- 
keeper didn’t arrive, 
N’Kono stepped in, and 
that was to be start of a 
legend. 

During these early 
days of playing on dry, 
hard pitches N’Kono 
got into the habit of 
wearing black tracksuit 
trousers, now his trade 
mark earning him the 
nickname of Black 
Spider. 

By the 1974-75 season 
he was showing such 
promise that he was in- 
vited to join Canon, and 
his promotion to the 
first team, and then the 
national squad, fol- 
lowed in rapid succes- 
sion. 

With Canon regularly 
qualifying for African 
competitions, N’Kono 
was soon getting plenty 
of experience of travell- 
ing and playing around 
the continent, and his 
reputation started to 
spread. In 1978 he was 
third in the African 
player of the year poll, 
and the following year 
he won the trophy for 
the first time. 

In height and build 
N’Kono is an ideal size 
for a keeper — 1.83 
meters and 80 kg. 

He is agile, and has 
the calm temperament 
that is vital for the job. 
But his position as Afri- 
ca’s No.1 has not come 
without a lot of hard 
work. 

In the early days his 
punching and position- 
ing for crosses were

weak, and improvement 
has come only from 
hours of training. 


Decisive 


Although Cameroun 
clubs had become the 
leading force in Africa, 
the national team con- 
tinued to disappoint 
their fans. 

The breakthrough 
came in the 1982 World 
Cup qualifying rounds 
and the final, decisive 
game was against 
Morocco — in which 
N’Kono saved a 
penalty. 

He went to Spain as a 
26-year-old with 54 
internationals to his cre- 
dit, but he had seen lit- 
tle of football outside of 
Africa. 

The first World Cup 
tie was against Peru, 
and N’Kono appeared 
nervous in the opening 
minutes. 

But when Cubillas 
slipped through to 
shoot, N’Kono brought 
off a great reflex save. 

That was just what he 
was looking for, and 
from there he got better 
and better. 

Ironically, his one 
mistake against Italy 
cost the side a place in 
the next round and, la- 
ter, became the big 
question mark in the 
alleged bribe scandal. 


When you recall the | 


30 metre shot N’Kono 
tipped over the bar, his 
save from Tardelli, and 
finally his desperate 
dive to deprive Graziani 
of a goal, it seems im- 
possible to imagine that 
Cameroun, and N’Kono 
particularly, were giving 
anything less than 100 
per cent. 

There were certainly 
no doubts expressed at 
the time, and N’Kono 
was voted African Play- 
er of the Year for the 
second occasion. 

He also won the 
hearts of the Spanish 
fans, and at the end of 
the tournament signed 
for Espanol of Barce- 
Jona. 


Cameroun’s first suc- 
cess on the domestic 
front came in 1984, 
when the team went to 
the Ivory Coast and won 
the Nations Cup. 


N’Kono opened the 
tournament as first- 
choice goalkeeper but 
flew to Spain to play in a 
league match and did 
not return, giving Bell 
te chance to provehim- 
self as a capable 
deputy. 

Two years later, in 
Egypt, N’Kono was 
back in the team, and 
on this occasion he play- 
ed in every game as 
Cameroun reached the 
final. 

But Cameroun now 
had so many stars play- 
ing overseas that it was 
difficult to get a team 
together for important 
qualifying games. 


N’Kono wag often ab- 
sent — he missed the 
1986 World Cup defeat 
by Zambia, the 1987 
African Games, and the 
1988 Nations’ Cup, 
when, with Bell in goal, 
the West Africans won 


their second title in six 
years. 

N’Kono, however, 
was enjoying a parti- 
cularly successful spell 
in Spain, where Espanol 
had unexpectedly qual- 
ified for Europe. 

He was particularly 
impressive in their 
UEFA Cup win over In- 
ter Milan, one of the 
great surprises of that 
year’s competition. 

So to Italy, and 
Cameroun’s spectacular 
string of victories. 
N’Kono provided many 
of the best memories — 
his saves in the opening 
minutes against Argen- 
tina, his willingness to 
leave his area to collect 
the ball, and that dive to 
tip a Colombian free- 
kick over the bar. It 
made you see exactly 
why he has remained 
Cameroun’s choice for 
so_ long, against such — 
good opposition. 

Surprisingly, Espanol 
let N’Kono go after the 
World Cup and he is 
now “unemployed”.

Magazine for hooligans! 


A top-selling new magazine in Italy is aimed at soccer thugs — 
and it holds up English fans as role models. 


Hooligans, which 
will come out monthly, 
says the ideal English- 
man abroad sports a 
skinhead, a pair of 
Doc Martens, and a 
rash of tattoos. 

He lets out a string 
of expletives whenever 
he opens his mouth, 
and goes to matches 
purely in the hope of 
creating trouble. 

Italian soccer fans 
have snapped up all 
60,000 copies of the 
first issue. 

Hooligans is pub- 
lished in Milan by 
Trastevere, which also 
brings out a magazine 
for teenagers in- 
terested in swear- 
words, and another de- 
voted to skateboar- 
ding. 

It describes itself as 
the mouthpiece for Ita- 
lian football fans who 
“do not love violence, 
but do not fear it 
either”. 

Its idols are the En- 
glish who inspired it. 

“For as long as we 
can remember the En- 
glish have been the 
fans whom the author- 
ities have feared the 
most. 


“Violent and aggres- 
sive, the English foot- 
ball fan does not limit 
himself to self-de- 
fence, as the Anglo- 
Saxon culture dictates, 
but actively seeks pro- 
vocation and clashes,” 
the first edition of the 
magazine reads. 


The magazine 
helpfully points out to 
Italian novices the im- 
portance of tattoos and 
a good pair of Doc 
Martens. 

“With Doc Martens 
you feel as though 
your shoulders are 
broader. 


"Even if they are on 
the feet of pigs or 
dogs, they are, apart 
from being a beautiful 
pair of shoes, a 
symbol.

THE days of the middle-aged amateur referee trying to keep up with virile professional 
footballers in top-class matches may soon be over. 


According to Sepp 
Blatter, general secret- 
ary of FIFA, fully pro- 
fessional referees will 
officate at the next 
World Cup finals, in 
1994, in the US, for the 
first time. 

And they will be 
much younger than 
their predecessors, for 
FIFA are going to lower 
the age limit for in- 
ternational officials 
from 45 to 40. 

These referees will be 
drawn from those coun- 
tries which are ready to 
follow the new direc- 
tives and produce 
trained referees — and 
linesmen. 

FIFA will shortly 
send a circular to all 
affiliated member coun- 
tries asking them uncon- 
ditionally to start train- 
ing specialist linesmen. 


Panel 


Already the Italian 
Football Federation, 
under pressure from 
FIFA, have announced 
that as from season 
1993-94, a panel of 40 
professional referees 
will be operating in the 
First and Second Divi- 
sions of the National 
League. 

They will be paid the 
equivalent of $100,000 a 
year, and those with in- 
ternational qualifica- 
tions could earn up to 
$225,000. 

These moves are a di- 
rect-result of the numer- 
ous complaints FIFA 
have received about the 
disappointing standard 
of refereeing during Ita- 
lia "90. 

Blatter puts a lot of 
the criticism down to 
the fact that many 
World Cup referees 
have never played the 
game, and says: “The 
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preparation of referees 
is quite inadequate. 
Teams have coaches, a 
doctor, a physiotherap- 
ist and manager as moti- 
vators. 

“But who looks after 
the referees? 

“They and their lines- 
men sit in the dressing 
room and there is no- 
body to help and in- 
struct them, nobody to 
warn them about play- 
ers who are often diving 
to get penalties, about 
the known hatchet men, 
about those who de- 
liberately play offside, 
and who is notorious for 


dissent. 
“If I were told to con- 
trol, say, Bayern 


Munich v Sofia, 1 must 
know how the two 
teams are playing. But 
in this respect nothing 
much is being done. 

“Who has educated 
the referees? The old 
referees. Who checks 
on the referees? Old 
referees.” 

Blatter confirms that 
FIFA’s Executive Com- 
mittee will debate the 
question of professional 
referees, then a total 
reorganisation of the 


Referees Commission . 


will be undertaken and 
new regulations passed 
at a meeting in 
February. 


Control 


Blatter also reiterated 
that ‘‘those referees 
over 45 caused the big- 
gest problems during 
Italia "90. 

They were no longer 
able to interpret the 
rules correctly for they 
were at a mental and 
physical disadvantage.” 

“An amateur refeee 
can control one match, 
but is often not fit 
enough to cope with the

stress over five-week 
world finals. 

“Some of them have 

jobs and are refereeing 
at weekends. 
"On Monday they 
work, on Tuesday they 
have have to fly out to 
control international 
games, on Wednesday 
they officiate, on Thurs- 
day they are again on 
the road and on Friday 
back at work. 

“They never have 
the time ,to prepare 
thoroughfy to control 
matches. But the next 
World Cup will see 
many 30-year-old offi- 
cials. 

“During the tourna- 
ment in Italy many refs 
apparently complained 
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of lack of supervision 
and care. There were 
cliques who stuck 
together, there was 
jealousy and little co- 
operation.” 

As for financing the 
training and engage- 
ment of professional re- 
ferees, Blatter explains: 
“Every FA providing 
game officials will have 
to collect from the 
national league five per 
cent of the takings. 

“This should be 
enough to organise 
courses for professional 
referees and to pay 
them.” 

There is, however, 
some resistance to these 
plans, notably in Italy.

Luigi Agnolin, 47, says: 
“I’m glad I shan’t be 
officiating in 1993. I am 
in principle against pro- 
fessional status. Who is 
going to protect us from 
the sponsors, the mana- 
gers and agents, or man- 
ipulators?” 4 


Positive 
On the other hand, 
club presidents and 
team managers are 
apparently in favour. 


‘They see the move as 
a positive step towards 
improving declining 
standards. 


But according to 
some experts it may not 
be easy to find 40 first- 
class officials who will 
give up their present 
occupations. 


This could be a major 
problem: what are re- 
ferees going to do when 
they can no longer con- 
trol matches and have 
no other job to fall back 
on? 

Blatter thinks that 
places could be found in 
football administration 
for the most experi- 
enced of the professio- 
nal officials. 


He is not convinced 
that inept refereeing is 
responsible for the cur- 
rent wave of sendings- 
off in many countries. 


This followed the 
guidelines advising the 
punishment of the so- 
called “professional 
foul” by a red card.
